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Egged Council to meet soon Histadrut will 
on holding new elections

TEL AVIV. — Egged's highest elec- 
tive body, the 120-man Governing 
Council, decided yesterday to can- 
cel all items on its agenda and to 
meet again soon to decide on hold- 
ing new elections. 

The decision, which passed by 2 
75 percent majority, came as an 
unpleasant surprise to the Dan bus 
cooperative and to the Ministry of 
Transport. 

In the last Egged elections held 
in May 1975, none of the factions 
received a majority of the votes. 
Because of this, internal political 
uprest has plagued the cooperative 
ever since. 

Several months ago, through gov- 
ernment intervention, a wall-to-wall 
coalition of all three factions was 
formed, but this did not bring about 
@ political cease-fire in the co- 
operative. 

At yesterday's meeting, the Gov- 
erning Council was to have voted 
on a proposal to form a partnership 
with the Dan cooperative as of Sep- 
tember 1 

About 100 Egged members who 
are due to retire early demanded 
that yesterday's meeting discuss 
their iasue. But after some heated 
discussion, it was decided instead 
to vote on holding another meeting 
to discues new elections, 

Dan, which was eagerly awaiting 
the decision to form 8 partnership, 
will meet this morning to discuss 
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the latest developments, It is be- 
lieved that Dan will now demand 
that the Ministry of Transport al- 
low it to increase its lines, at the 
expense of Egged. A Dan offical 
explained that large numbers of Dan 
passengers have moved to Tel Aviv 
suburbs from Rehovot in the south 
to Herzliya and Netanya in the 
north. These are Egged concession 
areas, and Dan says it must 
to provide better service for its pas- 


sengers. 

Dam had not made its demands 
public until now since it believed 
that the partnership and eventual 
Merger would solve the problem. 
Now that they have been postponed,

Car insurance going up 50% next month |

Car insurance premiums will go 
up between 40 and 50 per cent on 
Scptember 26 with the implement- 
‘ation of the no-fault insurance 
law. The new law will do away 
with the need to prove negligence 
in claiming compensation for ‘per- 
sonal injury or property damage 
resuiting from ἃ car accident. 

Car insurance premiums -were 
ralsed 25 per cent only this April 
The new increase is due largely to 
the higher costs of no-fault insur- 
ance. The new tariffs, approved last 


week by the Knesset Finance Com- mm: 


mittee are based on complicated 
calculations, which take into ac- 
count the many factors involved in 
the no-fault system. 

The computation of tariffs, how- 
ever, be simplified in that ta- 
riffs for certain categories of cars 
and engines are reduced from eight 
to four — Dr, Ya'acoy Picker, Com- 
mussioner of Insurance in the Fin- 
ance Ministry told The Jerusalem 


to Post, Engine capacity will now be 


the basis of rating engine power 
instead of horse power (HP). 
Covering all damages, without 
discounting the damage due to negii- 
gence of diivers or pedestrians 
severely increases the amounts of 


compensation insurance companies 
will have to pay. 

‘Under the no-fault taw drivers will 
now be able to claim compensation 
even if they ere injured or wreck 
their cars in a single-car accident.

Origi there were two principal arguments in favour 
the ree to eliminate duplicate lines in the Greater Tel Aviv 
area, thus permitting more rational use of the country’s stock | 
of buses, and to eliminate the unfair division of profitable 
and unprofitable lines between the two cooperatives. Dan claim- 
ed it was forced to ply congested, thus costly, Tel Aviv routes 
while Egged monopolizes the profitable inter-urban lines. ; 

Yet these reasons have Jost much of their weight. Duplica- 
tion of routes in the Tel Aviv area is at best a marginal fac- 
tor, and Egged’s massive deficits, lately revealed, cast doubt 
on the very possibility that a merger: could improve the coope- 
ratives’ financial situation. f 

Moreover, there is no reason whatsoever to believe that a 
merger would improve the quality of bus service, which must, 
be the travelling public’s first interest. On the contrary, the 
precedent of Egged’s absorption of Jerusalem's er 
co-op would indicate that a Dan-Egged merger could lead to 
a further decline in the quality of service and deepen the co- 
operatives’ fundamental disregard for passenger comfort and 
convenience. 

_ The only valid argument in favour of a merger today is that - 
the change could also be accompanied by’ greater government 
control over the bus cooperatives’ administrative and opera-. 
tional performance. However, that too-is open to doubt. For 
the bus cooperatives are a powerful vested interest with a 
atranglehold over internal transportation. They have shown, 
in the past that the Transport Ministry, which tries to exercise 
some kind of control, cannot match them in muscle. Their 
influence in the principal points of power — the Government, - 
Histadrut, and Labour Party — runs too deep for a few minis- - 
ters or civil servants to provide suitable counterweight.: : 

The real problem of the bus firms, to which the Government © 
should address itself, is the suitability of the present system 
whereby public transportation is in the hands of a conglom- 
erate organized on a cooperative’ basis. Certainly. cooperatives 
are admirable forms of economic organization, .both in prin- 
ciple and practice, However, when they become massive in size . 
and when they monopolize a public service it-may well be, as 
the performance of the bus firms would indicate, that the con- 
gruence between the social and public interest and the interest 
of the members breaks down> 

True, in wartime the bus co-ops do yeomen service, They also 
‘provide reliable service to outlying settlements which no pri- 
vatély-owned utility, run on a pure profit basis, would main- 
tain. . 


But these two arguments, so often heard, cannot eclipse the 
asic fact that the bus firms, becausé of their internal organi- 
zation, are today run in the interests of the members, who 
then force the public to foot the bill.
